A search of DIA’s sysiems of records located 12 documents responsive to the subject of your 
request. 


Upon review, it was determined some portions of nine documents are not releasable, The 
portions withheld are exempt from release pursuant to 5 1.8.C. 552 (b)(1), (b(2), and (b)(6), 
Freedom of Information Act. Subsection (b}(1) applies to information properly classified under 
the criteca provided by Executive Order 12958. Subsection (b)(2) applies to information which 
pertains solely to the internal rules and practices of the Agency. Subsection (b)(6) applies to 
information which tf released would constitute an unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy 
of other individuals. All reasonably scgregable portions of the documents are attached hereto. 


All substantive peruiions of two documents are not releasable. The information withheld ts 
exempl from release pursuant to 5 U.S.C, 552 (b)(1), (b}(2), and (b)(6), Freedom of Information 
Act. There aré no reasonably segregable portions of this exempt material. 


The remaining document contains intormation furmmished by another government agency and has 
been referred to that organization for their review and return to DIA. Upon the return of the 
document to DIA, all reasonably sepregable portions will be released. 


You have previously requested and been provided with all releasable UFO records dated prior 10 
1990. Therefore, your request is considered one of a scrics of related requests for records and 
lees will be aggregated. Therefore, please renut a check or money order in U.S. funds made 
payable to the Treasurer of the United States in the amount of $22.95, This tee is for 
reproduction cost of 253 pages at 15¢ per page with the first 100 pages free. The case number 
assigned ta your request in the next paragraph should be written on the check or money order 1o 
insure proper identification. 


Upon review of the information submitted in your letler, your request for a fee waiver is being 
denied. 11 was determined that the release of (hese documents is not "likely to contribute 
significantly to public understanding of the operations or activities” of the Department of 
Defense as these records have been released to many other requesters, [tis also not 
demonstrated thal you have the ability to disseminate any of the information. 


You are advised that a requester may appeal, within 60 days, an mitial decision to withhold a 
record or part thereof.
